CENERAL  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

riie  Urban  District  covers  an  area  of  !)82  acres,  and  the  latest 
figures  of  population,  calculateil  to  the  middle  of  lf)37,  are  given 
by  the  Registrar  Ceneral  as  4,243.  .Vpprox'mately  two-thirds  of 
the  population  dwell  east  of  the  river,  and  one-third  west  of  the 
river.  This  1937  estimated  population  purposes  to  represent  the 
resident  population  of  the  area  w hii'h  is  not  necessarily  comparable 
with  that  enumerated  at  the  Census. 

The  kind  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  is  low,  being  about 
10  feet  above  ordntmee  d;Uum.  The  soil  of  this  low'  land  is  peaty 
with  ckiv  SLib.soil,  .so  that  m;my  of  the  houses  are  very  damp. 

I'he  east  portion  of  the  district  rises  from  the  river  to  its 
Highest  part  above  Wrawbv  Road  and  Albert  Street,  roughly  20 
to  2.7  leet  above  tlatum.  The  soil  here  is  sandy  and  less  inclined 
to  produce  damp. 

The  town  is  an  anportant  agricultural  centre  in  North 
Lincolnshire.  I'he  market  held  on  I hursdays  attracts  a con- 
sidertible  number  of  people  from  the  surrounding  districts. 

The  working  classes  are  chielly  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  agricultural  implements,  the  mak  ng  of  Cattle  F'ood,  Jam, 
•Mineral  Waters,  Bricks,  4'able  Dainties,  Beet  Sugar  and  Refining- 
Cane  Sugar. 

.\  considerable  number  tire  agricultural  labourers  and  others 
work  in  the  adjoining  Iron  and  Steel  Works  at  Scunthorpe. 
Recentlv,  a number  have  been  emploved  bv  the  Brigg  Beet  Sugar 
W'orks.' 

Poor  Law  Relief  is  utilised  by  the  aged  and  in  some  cases 
the  middle-tiged.  .Administration  is  by  the  Public  .Assistance 
ComnVltee  of  the  Lindsey  Countv  Council. 

.No  Cottage  Hospital  exists  within  the  district.  No  accom- 
modation exists  within  the  district  for  mentally  deficient  or  weak- 
minded  aged  persons,  other  than  that  provided  by  the  Lindsey 
County  Council  (Brigg  County  Infirmary).

The  Nurse  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributors.

Farmers,  Tradesmen  and  Others — Subscribers,  10/G  per 
year;  Non-subscribers,  a/-  a week  or  1/-  daily  visit. 
Maternity  Cases — Labourers,  7/G;  .■Artisans,  etc.,  10/6; 
Farmers,  etc.,  15/-. 

(b)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

• 'Two  nurses  have  been  appointed  in  the  County,  one 
stationed  at  Louth  and  one  at  Lincoln  ; their  duty  is  to 
visit : — 

(1)  Cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  reported 
by  school  teachers,  and  to  nurse  severe  and  complicated 
cases  in  houses  where  no  other  nursing  is  available. 

(2)  Cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Puerperal 
Fever,  and  to  carry  out  doctors’  instructions  for  treatment 
when  necessary. 

Cases  for  isolation  are  dealt  with  individually  or  are 
taken  without  the  district  to  the  Hospital  at  Brumby.  'These 
arrangements  are  controlled  by  the  Lindsey  Countv  Council 
in  conjunction  with  the  Local  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(3)  Smallpox  cases  are  sent  to  Caistor  Joint  Smallpox 
Hospital,  Osgodby. 

MIDWIVES. 

'There  arc  no  midwivcs  practising  as  such  under  the  Local 
Authority  of  the  district.  'Two  midwives  reside  in  the  town.

HOSPITAL  SUPPORT  FROM  THE  BRICC  URBAN  AREA. 

SCUNTHORPIi  WAR  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL. 

( ieographically  this  is  the  nearest  Hospital  (Cieneral)  to 
lirigg.  It  possesses  a splendid  situation  in  an  elevated  position 
in  l.)oncaster  Road,  Scunthorpe,  and  is  equipped  with  the  most 
motlern  appliances.  I'liere  are  two  Resident  Surgeons  and  a 
large  Visiting  Staff  of  Hon.  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Special 
ilepartments  are  provided  for  Ear,  Nose  and  liiroat.  Eye,  X-ray, 
Radium,  and  Electrical  Ireatment,  and  Outpatients,  Massage, 
etc. 

The  subscription  is  3d.  per  head  per  week  and  the  Local 
Committee  which  provides  the  necessary  quota  and  deals  with 
cellection  in  Brigg  is  called  “The  Brigg  Hospitals  Association.” 

Very  excellent  work  has  been  done  by  the  hospital  during 
lh37,  and  there  is  an  increasing  list  of  subscribers  1 understand 
in  the  Br'gg  Urban  and  other  areas.  Extensive  building 
improvements  are  in  progress. 

LINCOLN  COUNTY  HOSPITAL. 

This  is  a little  further  from  Brigg  but  is  one  of  the  oldest 
establislied  hospitals,  drawing  cases  from  most  parts  of  Lincoln- 
shire. There  are  three  Resident  Surgeons  and  a large  Visiting 
Siaff.  Special  Departments  are  provided  for  Radium,  Therapy, 
X-ray,  Ear.  Nose  and  Throat,  Eye,  Electrical  Treatment  and 
Ctut-patients. 

.\  large  number  of  cases  from  Brigg  are  treated  annually  in 
both  Intern  and  Extern  Departments.  The  Radium  Centre  for 
the  whole  of  Lincolnshire  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Empire 
Cancer  Campaign  (Lincolnshire  Cancer  Campaign)  will  be  situ- 
ated at  this  hospital.  Extensive  additions  to  accommodation  arc 
in  progress.  'The  Brigg  Hospitals  Association  also  collects  in 
Brigg  for  this  hospital.  The  subscription  is  Hd.  per  wage-earner 
per  week. 

HULL  ROV.VL  INFIRMARY. 

The  intern  and  extern  departments  of  this  large  hospital  have 
provided  treatment  for  many  cases  from  Brigg  for  a considerable 
number  of  years.  Collection  in  this  case  is  also  by  tlie  Brigg 
Hospitals  Association. 

HRKiG  HOSPITALS  ASSOCI.VTION  (CHOICE  OF 
HOSPITAL). 

This  is  entirely  free  and  all  the  general  practitioners  In  the 
area  send  cases  to  all  three  hospitals.  The  choice  of  a hosptal 
must  always  be  governed  in  the  intlividual’s  mind  with  personal 
preference  or  association  with  a particular  histitution  or  facilities 
for  obtaining  advice  from  the  desired  practitioner,  consultant  or 
institut on.  'The  Brigg  Hospitals  As.sociation  has  been  formed 
(Id.'lO)  to  collect  money  for  all  hospittils  and  to  supply  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  cases  treated  in  each.  Thus  an  individual 
must  be  a definite  subscriber  to  one  or  other  hospital  to  receive 
hospital  treatment  and  benefits  at  that  hospital.

'I  I RKRC  ULOSIS. 

Heds  are  rcservetl  at  the  Davvbcr  Sanatorium,  Lincoln,  the 
Borough  Sanatorium,  Ipswich,  at  Branston  Hall,  near  Lincoln, 
;ind  at  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital,  near  Scunthorpe.  Patients 
suffering-  from  Pulmoiiary  Tuberculosis  are  treated,  as  vacancies 
arise,  in  the  Lacebt'  Sanatorjum,  near  Hrimsbv,  and  Sanatoria  at 
Withernsea,  Ashford  Hazelmere,  Derby,  Morpeth,  Ventnor,  Holt, 
Kelling  Hexenden,  M'dhurst  and  AVylon.  Cases  of  Surgical 
i'ubercu'osis  are  sent  to  Lord  Mayor  'I'reloar’s  Home  at  Alton,  to 
the  'Margate  Sea  Bathing  Hospital  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  to 
the  County  Hospital,  Lincoln.  Lx-service  men  are  sent  to 
Preston  Hall  Colony,  Aylesford,  Kent,  for  treatment  and  training. 

MATERNITY. 

Maternity  Home,  Scunthorpe  (L’ndsey  County  Council). 
This  has  been  used  considerably  during  the  year  and  is  excellently 
managed.  A larger  home  was,  however,  required  and  has  been 
constructed  on  an  excellent  site.  A large  number  of  Brigg 
residents  have  made  use  of  these  facilities  dun.ng  the  year. 

CHILDREN. 

Beds  are  reserved  at  the  Children's  Convalescent  Home, 
West  Kirby,  and  a day  Open-air  School  for  delicate  children  is 
provided  at  Louth. 

I'EVER. 

riie  Lindsey  County  Coune’l  being  the  Hospital  .\uthority  for 
all  infectious  cases  other  than  Smallpox,  cases  requiring  Isolation 
arc  notified  by  the  Local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  who  arranges  for  their  admission  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Brumby. 

S.MALL  POX. 

Cases  of  Small  Pox  are  removed  to  Osgrrdby  Small  Po.x 
Hospital,  near  Caistor.  Small  Pox  does  not  come  under  the 
County  Council  as  the  Authority  for  Isolation,  but  the  District 
Council  are  them.selyes  respon.si'ble  and  are  joint  owners  of  this 
hospital. 

OTHER  HOSPITAL  ARRANC.EM ENTS. 

The  Brigg  County  Infirmary  is  situatcti  within  the  district 
and  deals  with  the  aged  and  infirm  for  the  Urban  and  a large 
Rural  area.  Cases  reqir'ring  operation  in  hospital  are  sent  io 
Lincoln  ('(Uinty  Hospital,  (irimsby  and  District  Hospital,  War 
•Memorial  Hospital,  Scunthorpe,  Hull  Royal  Infirmary,  Jessop 
Hospital  for  Women,  Sheffield,  and  Nursing  Homes  in  Hull, 
(Irimsby  and  L'ncoln.

Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  ambulances  belonging  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  taking  the  case. 
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CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  DURING  1937. 

As  regards  Infectious  Disease  the  year  1937  was  extremely 
healthy.  Only  30  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  by 
Medical  Practitioners  and  of  these  Chickenpox  accounted  for  ten 
and  Pneumonia  for  eight.  Of  the  major  infectious  Diseases 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever,  there  was  only  one  case  during 
the  twelve  months  January  to  December.  1 his  was  Scarlet  Fever. 

I hc  eases  of  'Puberculosis  number  I Pulmonary  and  3 Non- 
Pulmonary.  Of  the  i’ulmonary  eases  there  was  one  male  and 
no  females.  Non-Pulmonary,  3 males. 

This  constitutes  for  the  size  of  the  district  average  freedom 
from  infectious  di.sease — only  36  cases.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


llrigg  Urban  District  being  an  area  which  is  really  in  fact 
more  Rural  than  Urban  in  character  the  incidence  of  Puberculosis 
is  not  unduly  high.  But  it  is  a noteworthy  fact  that  it  is  country 
towns  similar  to  Brigg  w'here  the  housing  was  in  many  cases  of  a 
low  standard  that  spread  of  infection  from  existing  cases  most 
eas  ly  occurs. 

In  the  last  few  years  due  to  the  erection  of  more  modern 
dwellings  the  low-roofed,  sloping  ceiling  type  of  bedroom  is 
becoming  extinct  and  the  advantages  of  adequate  air  space  has 
been  more  fully  approached. 

During  the  same  period  the  L ndsey  County  Council  and  their 
ofiicers  have  by  means  of  Health  Propaganda,  Health  Visiting, 
'I  uberculosis  Clinics,  School  Medical  Examination  and  the  pro- 
vis’on  of  Sanatorium  Treatment  done  very  much  to  stamp  out  the 
disease  by  acquiring  early  control  of  the  cases.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  Sanatorium  Preatment  is  becoming  more  popular  and  that 
the  care  or  improvement  of  cases  under  treatment  is  removing 
some  of  the  secrecy  and  ineVnation  to  seek  advii'e  kite  that  was 
until  recently  prevalent. 

I would  agmin  urge  the  public  to  make  the  fullest  use  of  the 
Rtidiolog'icrd  and  Scientific  machinerv  provided  b\-  the  Specialist 
'Puberculosis  Medical  Officers  of  the  Countv  Council  for  early 
detection  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  all  its  forms. 

Notification  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  district  is  good. 

During  the  year  4 cases  were  notified  and  this  is  about 
average  for  this  district. 
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CANCER. 

Five  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  Jrom  ('ancer ; two 
were  males  and  three  vvere  females. 

1 here  is  a steady  increase  i n the  amount  ol  Cani:er  year  by 
^ear  and  since  it  is  a disease  ol  civilizatit)n  with  the  advance  of 
civ  lization  this  is  likely  to  continue  until  more  knowledge  is 
acc|uired  as  to  the  cause  of  the  disease  and  the  factors  which 
enable  this  dread  disease  to  llourish.  Much  medical  and  scientific 
research  of  a costly  nature  continues  to  be  done  by  the  Brit'sh 
h.mpire  Cancer  Research  Committee  and  1 commend  to  your 
regard  the  annual  effort  organised  by  the  Brigg  Urban  Council 
to  help  the  lunds  of  the  British  Umpire  Cancer  Campaign.

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SCHOOLS. 

'I'liu  Schools  of  the  district  are  with  lew'  exceptions  in  good 
condit'on.  Two  schools  siiHer  Irom  lack  of  really  suitable,  well 
lighted,  and  ventilated  modern  buildings.  'I'hcy  are  (1)  Brigg 
li'.l'ants,  (l^)  Catholic  Klcmentary  School. 

The  Brigg  Infants'  School,  lirst  brought  into  use  January 
iMst,  Ih'il,  is  dilapidated,  overcrowded,  damp  and  now  unsuiitable. 
Originally  1 believe  it  was  constructed  as  a temporary  building. 
It  is  now  unsuitable  lor  its  purpose  and  should  be  replaced  by 
a more  up-to-date  permanent  build  ng  o!  a larger  size.  It  w'as 
erected  IG  years  ago.  The  playground  accommodation  is 
inadequate.  It  is  very  important  to  realise  that  the  infants  are 
not  only  those  whom  disease  affects  most  destructively  as  regards 
grow  th  and  development  but  are  also  immediate  contacts  of  thciir 
cidci'  brothers  and  sisters  attending  other  schools.  1 venture  to 
say  that  epidemics  occur  more  easily  and  are  spread  more  rapidly 
by  infants  than  by  older  children.  Consideration  is  now  being 
given  to  a new  site. 


Brigg  Elementary  School,  Glebe  Road. — Here  the  buildings 
are  suitable  and  modern  but  the  accommodation  should  be  greater. 


Brigg  Catholic  Elementary  Schools.  — Here  more  modern 
buildings,  etc.,  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  health  of  the 
schola  rs.

CONDITION  OF  PREMISES  WHERE  FOOD  IS 

PREPARED. 

SL.AUGH'PER  HOUSES. 

'I'here  are  five  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  area.  The 
annual  licences  were  all  renewed.  The  condition  of  the  premises 
is  fair.  More  frequent  lime  washing  might  be  carried  out,  and 
hoors,  water  supply,  and  light  might  be  improved  upon  in  several 
cases. 

B.\ REHOUSES. 

Seven  are  reg’stered  ; none  are  underground.  There  were 
three  contraventions  of  Factorv  .Acts.  I hcse  were  all  remedied. 

Light  and  cleanliness  are  always  required  in  a bakehouse 
and  more  modern  buildings  in  some  cases. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

Should  be  registered  under  new  regulations  as  an  Offensive 
'I'rade.  CondTion  of  premises  fair. 
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STORAGE  OK  FOOD  GENERALLY. 

Only  fair  in  Briggs  Url)an  District.  More  use  should  be 
made  of  refrigeration.  .Storage  premises  should  be  light  and  well 
ventilated  ; also  clean. 

DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOFS. 

Brigg-  milk  could  be  of  a high  quality.  There  arc  defects, 
however,  in  both  production  and  distribution.  The  attention  of 
m ik  (surveyors  is  directed  to  the  .Summary  on  clean  milk  methods 
in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

AFFOIN  T.MENT  OF  FOOD  AND  MEA'T  INSPECTOR. 

■Mr.  W.  W.  Lang,  M.R.C.V'.S.,  has  been  appointed  Meat 
and  Food  Inspector  and  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  for  these 
purposes  to  the  Brigg  Urban  District  Council.  No  carcase  was 
contlemned  during  the  year. 

SUPPLY  OF  .MILK  TO  ELE.MENTARY  .SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 

This  scheme  is  proving  of  the  very  greatest  benefit  and  must 
g'reatly  improve  the  physique  of  the  growing  child. 

Each  day  shows  that  nutrition  is  playing  a greater  and  greater 
part  in  the  health  of  the  nation  and  the  prevention  of  disease. 
Indeed  a s]Decia.i  committee  has  been  appointed  to  investigate 
ileaths  from  ilisease  from  a purely  nutritional  standpoint. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  AVAILABLE  FOR  DISTRICT. 

.A  BrTish  Red  Cross  .Vmbulancc  is  maintained  at  Messrs. 
Simpson’s  Garage,  Bridge  Street.  It  conveys  cases  other  than 
Infectious  Disease  and  is  available  day  and  night.  Telephone 
number,  Brigg  2231. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

SUMMARY 

The  Regional  W ater  .Sciieme  by  which  water  in  bulk  is 
brought  to  the  Br\gg  Urban  area  from  a source  outside  the 
district  and  is  delivered  in  c|uantity  umler  pressure  has  very 
great  advantages. 

No  househo'der  should  now  be  without  a supply  of  water, 
bath,  water  closi'l,  etc.,  and  an  immense  amount  of  labour  saving 
should  result  in  the  newer  as  well  as  in  the  older  houses. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  general  pubTc  to  see  that  shallow  wells 
which  are  insanitary  and  liable  to  pollution  should  be  put  out  of 
use. 

There  should  be  increased  washing  and  cleansing  of  all 
commercial  and  fixxl  premi.ses. 

Increased  pi'cssure  has  taken  its  toll  of  the  oilder  fitt  ngs 
(sanitary),  but  means  have  now  been  adopted  to  prevent  waste. 
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The  present  l^rigg"  water  is  ol  a very  degree  i)f  purity 

and  is  lime-stone  water,  tlie  best  and  purest  known.  It  is  rather 
liard,  but  the  eost  prohibits  softening'  .m  bulk. 

Large  supplies  of  water  are  needed  for  vtirious  purposes  and 
for  household  eleansing.  Sehools  should  have  a mueh  better 
' si!|3plv  and  more  httings  than  :iny  of  them  do  in  this  area. 

Cleanliness  is  dependent  oii  water  and  eleaiiliness  lis  necessary 
to  health,  .\bolition  of  Conservancy  (Pail)  Closet  systems  and 
conversion  to  water  carriage  is  now  quite  practicable. 

With  war  clouds  on  the  horizon  preparedness  against  the 
dangers  of  fire  and  proper  means  to  w'ash  off  and  remove  or 
de-e<')ntaminate  gassed  persons  or  material  requires  an  abundant 
water  supply. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Sewage  System  is  as  described  in  lormer  annual  reports. 
It  was  constructed  a number  of  years  ago  and  has  been  extended 
considerably  latelv  to  include  New  Housing  .'\rea  Sew^ers.  Sewage 
is  pumped  from  the  sump  at  the  (ias  Works  to  the  Disposal 
Works  :n  Redcome  Lane.  It  is  there  dealt  wdth  by  Settlement, 
Percolating  kilters,  Septic-  Tanks  and  Contact  Beds.  The  final 
elilluent  lluid  is  disposed  on  the  land  or  if  excessive  reaches  the 
AV'est  Drain  (River  Ancholme).  'I'his  effluent  has  no(t  been 
lately  wathai  the  prescribed  standard  and  increased  disposal  beds 
and  treatment  are  required. 

MANAGEMENT  OF  DISPOSAL  STATION  AND 

EFFLUENT. 

PRECIPITATION  gives  large  quantities  of  sludge  which 
has  some  manure  value. 

F 1 L'TH A'lTON  by  sprinkler  filters  on  coke  contact  beds  is 
to  oxidise  the  organic  matter  of  the  sewage  and  the  ammonia 
and  to  remove  suspended  matters. 

The  flow  on  these  beds  should  be  intermittent,  that  is  they 
should  have  resting  periods  so  that  aeration  and  action  by  aerobic 
or  air-loving  microbes  may  take  place. 

I here  should  be  half  an  acre  of  contact  bed  for  every  1,500 
population. 

Sewage  should  be  spread  evenly  on  these  beds  by  rotating 
arms  and  as  before  stated  they  should  be  rested  to  avoid  clogging. 

BACi'ERlAL  ACTION  IN  SEPTIC  TANKS. 

Sewage  is  acted  upon  by  its  contained  Bacteria  ; in  absence 
of  light  and  air  further  lic|uefaction  occurs  and  the  bulk  of  the 
sewage  is  reduced. 

DISPOSAL  OF  EFFLUENT. 

'The  effluent  or  liquid  which  finally  results  should  (1)  not 
contain  more  than  .’5  parts  pey  100,000  of  suspended  matter. 
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(■J)  AUcr  iiltraliun  through  liller  paper  ii  should  not  absorb 
more  than  .5  part  by  weight  per  100,(100  of  dissolved  or 
-atmospheric  oxygen — 24  hours  1.0  part  in  4S  houis  and  1.5  parts 
in  5 days  (Royal  Commission  Sewage  Disposal]  11)12). 

1 would  suggest  to  the  Brigg  Urban  Authority  that  they 
should  examine  and  have  their  final  efiluent  analysed  at  regular 
intervaJs. 

Trade  eflluents  into  Sewers  often  interfere  with  the  correct 
v\orking  of  Contact  Beds  or  Septic  Tanks. 

There  are  now  about  550  Water  Closets  in  Brigg.  If 
Sanitary  progress  continues  this  number  must  increase  and  this 
will  mean  an  increased  demand  on  the  Sew^age  Disposal  Works. 
'There  is  some  e\idcnee  that  the  effluent  contaminates  the  river 
at  times. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION;  PAIL  CLOSET  SYSTEM. 

This  is,  unfortunately,  the  main  Sanitary  System  for  the 
great  portion  oi  the  town. 

Detai  ls  of  the  number  of  Pail  Closets  will  be  found  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector's  report. 

Even  better-class  dw'cliings  are  using  Pad  Closets. 

The  drawbacks  and  evils  of  this  system  1 have  repeated  year 
by  year  in  my  Annual  Health  Reports. 

Let  me  enumerate  them  once  more  ; — 

(1)  Too  much  handling  of  excreta  both  on  the  premises  and  in 
the  streets. 

(2)  The  impossibility  of  preventing  access  of  flies  and  there- 
fore the  risk  of  contamination  of  food  or  carrying  of 
infection. 

(•'I)  The  difficulty  of  cleansing  the  utensils  used  and  keeping 
tliem  in  g-ood  condition. 

(f)  4'he  lisk  of  contagion  of  infectious  disease  from  individual 
to  individual  in  the  same  house. 

(5)  'The  fact  that  Pad  C'osets  must  be  downstairs  for  efficient 
emptying  and  tlic  consequent  hardship  to  invalids  and  the 

(())  The  difficulty  in  efficiently  disposing  of  the  excreta  so  as 
not  to  be  a nuisance. 

(7)  'The  tendency  among  the  uneducated  to  mix  rubbish  and 
excreta . 

1 do  not  thrnk  that  the  Pail  Closet  System  can  find  many 
advocates  in  the  present  generation,  and  with  the  advent  of  a 
plentiful  water  supplv  should  be  eventually  entirely  superseded. 

CONVERSION  SCHEMT:  FOR  PAIL  CLOSETS. 

I most  strongly  support  the  suggestion  of  the  Surveyor  to 
the  Brigg  Ih'ban  Council  that  it  is  the  duty  of  tiie  Council  to 
inaugurate  a Conversfon  Sclieme  to  water  closets  aiid  lay  aside 
an  annual  sum  for  that  purpose.

Until  such  time  as  the  I’ail  Clc»set  System  is  abolished  an 
improved  method  of  tlealiny  witli  tlie  nig'lit  soil  is  desirable. 

l ipping-  into  ;i  sficcially  constructed  chamber  needs  con- 
sideration. I'h  s would  give  rise  to  less  nuisance  than  uncontrolled 
depositing-. 

The  Council  will  have  a womlerlul  opportunity  with  the 
atlveiU  ol'  the  Regional  Water  Scheme  to  adopt  a Conversion 
Scheme  for  I’ail  Clo.sets.  There  are  oTo  pails  on  alt)  premises 
(approximatelv) . I he  tottd  cost  ol  these  pails  and  disposal  at 
present  amounts  to  nearly  a 4d.  rate. 

This  is  a matter  the  Council  should  tackle  boldly,  knowing- 
that  it  must  have  an  imn-iense  effect  on  the  health  of  all  inhabitants 
of  the  Urban  .Areti,  but  especially  the  children. 

With  firm  action  it  could  not  be  a matter  of  accusation  that 
the  town  sanitation  belong  to  a bygone  era.  Brigg  has  shown 
the  way  :n  Housing  .schemes,  etc.,  and  should  not  be  backward 
in  this  respect.

'I'his 
is  to  save  time  ii-i  obtaining  Nursing  1 reatn-ient  in  the  severer 
ctises  endangering  eyes.ght. 

MID  WIVES  AC'l',  19;i6. 

The  County  of  Lindsey  is  divided  into  68  areas,  in  each  of 
which  one  or  more  midwives  will  be  situated.  It  wtll  be  illegal 
for  any  person  other  than  a Certified  •Midwife  or  State  Registered 
Nurse  or  Nurse  Midwife  to  attend  a woman  for  nursing  in  her 
confinement.  'I'he  service  thus  established  will  be  called  the 
Lindsey  Midwifery  Service.  The  Brigg  District  Nurse  is  a mid- 
wife under  the  .Act.

Excellent  and  conscientious  work  is  done  in  the  district  by 
the  above  Society.

'I'he  need  for  a Town  Planning  and  Development  Sciieme  's 
still  impt'ralive.  .A  Town  Devi-Iopment  Committee  is  alreadv  in 
existence'  ;md  must  he  fully  aware  that  if  any  congest, o’.t  and 
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iiH'onyruiiv  arc  lo  be  avoick'd  such  a scheme  is  not  only  necessary 
but  will  neeil  a considerable  amount  ol  lorelhouglit  rntl 
administrat'on.  Details  of  the  procedure  in  lormulating  such  a 
scheme  are  given  in  my  .Annual  Report  lor  1 wo  maps  of 

the  district  arc  in  possession  of  the  Council  ami  should  lie  used 
with  tlie  other  necessary  plans  (down  Plann'ng  Act,  Id'fti)  lo 
ensure  a delaileil  survey  of  the  present  Urban  Area  and  a i)oiential 
future  tirea.  Idiis  town  plan  is  chielly  necessary  to  the  Ui  liaii 
iVrea,  but  it  must  also  be  ol  aibanlage  lo  other  authorities  m the 
surround  ng-  area.  I heir  sympathetic  co-operation  in  the  miere.sts 
of  Public  Healtii  will  no  doubt  be  available,  but  it  is  necessary 
lor  till-  Urban  District  Coumnl  to  be  the  principal  movers  to  secure 
Mich  an  end. 

Idle  deta.ds  of  a d'ow  n Plan  are  loo  numerous  to  form  th.e 
subiect  matter  of  this  report,  but  in  connection  with  Brigg-  in 
particular  ihev  would  include: —

CAS  WARFARE. 

\\’ilh  the  development  of  aviation  the  ovilian  population  of 
a country  is  increasingly  exposed  to  the  <.langers  of  attack  from 
the  air  because  it  is  by  panic  of  the  Civilian  community  due  to 
lack  ol  experience  that  morale  is  most  easilv  destroyed. 
Alter  2-‘3  years  of  exper'menl  by  all  nations  in  destructive 
gases  it  does  not  appear  that  gases  that  might  be  used 
K'-riav  would  differ  much  from  those  of  the  war  1914-11)18. 
Intensity  of  attack  is,  however,  much  greater  from  the  air  than  by 
oll'.er  means.  It  is  certain  that  attack  would  consist  in  (las  and 
H gh  L\plosi\e  Bombs,  (las  (douds  and  .Shells  and  Incemliary 
Shells,  De.'tructive  Lic|uids  and  Dusts. 

.\gainsl  ah  of  these  there  is  protection  by  (I)  Respirators; 
(lM  (las  Proof  .Shelters;  (M)  Chemical  measures  for  neutral, sing 
<!estructive  lic|uids. 
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It  is  lltc  duly  of  the  individual  to  learn  protection  against 
gas  and  metiiods  oi  ridding  tlie  person  ol  chemical  liquids  or  the 
clothing  of  gas  (de-contamination) . 

'.'riiis  should  he  taught  in  the  schools  and  the  knowledge 
should  he  ;icc|uired  by  young  and  old  not  only  lor  their  own  pro- 
tection hut  also  to  help  others  in  time  of  need. 

No  one  with  pacihst  feelings  or  sympathies  need  hesitate  to 
acquire  this  knowleilge  which  is  purely  humanitarian. 

Instruct 'on  is  given  hy  experts  to  the  special  services  and 
classes  are  conducted  by  the  V oluntary  Aid  Associations  where 
certificates  of  proficiency  in  anti-gas  measures  may  be  obtained. 
.Many  publications  are  available  about  gas  protection.  Those 
issued  by  the  Home  Office  Handbooks  Nos.  1,  2 and  •1'  are  well 
worthy  of  purchase  (being  comparatively  inexpensive)  and  study. 

Duly  of  the  Local  Authority  in  Cas  Warfare. 

It  would  be  the  duty  of  the  Local  .Authority  to  organi’se  First 
.Aid  Posts  ami  Decontamination  Stations  in  a convenient  place  to 
give  aid  to  those  who  were  incapable  or  unable  tlirough  injury  to 
obtain  protection.  It  is  considered  that  one  station  for  every 
three  thousand  people  would  be  sufficient  and  should  consist  of 
buddings  adequate  to  deal  with  males  and  females  wounded  and 
unwounded  gas  casualties. 

A First  Aid  Post  requires  light,  space  and  water  and  room 
to  separate  the  sexes. 

A decontamination  Station  requires  space,  baths  and  separa- 
tion for  the  sexes,  means  of  changing  dotbing  and  supplies  of 
neutralizing  substances  such  as  Chloride  of  Lime  and  the  staff 
to  operate  the  station. 

Decontamination  of  streets  from  gas  would  be  preferred  by 
the  ordinarv  sanTary  services  of  the  urban  area. 

Staffing  and  equipping  of  the  stations  would  be  done  locally 
bv  trained  men  instructing  untrainml. 

It  is  the  dutv  of  every  Local  .Authority  to  earmark  now  the 
buildings  that  would  be  used  in  emergency.  F,quipment  in  the 
provision  of  Baths,  etc.,  must  either  be  an  emergency  recourse 
or  existing  Bath  ng  establishings  capable  of  conversion  must  be 
built.
